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Green thumbs and seed pots 


One of my most delightful visits 
so far in 1998 was with Gene and 
Ruth Pipkins. The Pipkins’ farm, 
Windy Acres, is located southwest 
of Enterprise on the Bellwood Road. 

As I was leaving later, my gra- 
cious host and I had our only disa- 
greement. I called him an “expert 
gardener.” He refused to let me call 
him that. But, still... 

Pipkins was in his homemade 
green house when I arrived, getting 
his bedding tables ready for seed 
pots. Target date was March 9. A 
commercial gardener, with produce 
to be available for sale later, Pipkins 
operates on a much larger scale than 
our new, first-time, home gardeners 
will. 

Pipkins’ main tomato crop will 
focus primarily on the “Terrific” va- 
riety because of its high resistance 
to wilt and nematodes. He and his 
wife Ruth will fill 72-cell trays with 
potting soil mixture and seeds. 

Resting on two large beds, heat- 
ed by circulating gas-fueled hot wa- 
ter in hoses underneath the seed 
trays, Pipkins can propagate as 
many as 10,000 plants at a time, 

After “hardening off,” (climatiz- 
ing the seedlings from greenhouse 
to outside environment), Pipkins 
will have his tomatoes in the ground 
around March 15. Transplanting is 
done with a mechanical planter 
with Miss Ruth at the controls. 

Oddly enough, when I asked this 
“experienced” gardener his advice 
for new gardeners, it wasn’t about 
the vegetables themselves. It was 
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about record keeping. 

“Anyone with a garden should 
keep good notes on a handy calen- 
dar. Or keep some kind of log. 
Then, next year you can go back 
and see what you did,” he ex- 
plained. “If something didn’t turn 
out so good, you can see what you 
did and change it. If it turned out 
real good,” Pipkins added, “then 
you can repeat it.” 

I also think everybody who gar- 
dens should have at least a little 
greenhouse. “Even if it’s nothing 
but just a real small home-made 
greenhouse on a sunny window 
ledge," he advised, “you can make 
good use of it.” 

Pipkins has been gardening on a 
serious scale since 1974. But, begin- 
ning gardeners may do well to start 
slow, as Miss Ruth advises. ‘Tell 
them to not get in a big hurry,” was 
her parting advice. 

For beginning gardeners, a visit 
to the local seed stores (or Windy 
Acres) will probably fill most every 
need for plants and seed. But, be 
sure to select healthy-looking, 
stocky plants. Don’t set them out too 
early. And, keep an eye on them eve- 
ry day. 

If you want to have a little extra 
fun, go ahead and try starting your 
own plants. from seeds. There are 
peat pots and potting soil on the lo- 
cal market right now. 

Just fill the pots about 1/2" from 
the top, put in 2 or 3 seed to allow 
for less than 100 percent germina- 
tion, and keep the soil moist. After 
germination, thin your seedlings to 
one per pot. 

Covering a small tray of seed pots 
with glass or plastic will keep 
enough moisture in to do the job. 
You can do all this in a moderately 
warm place in your home. After the 
seedlings are 4 or 5 inches tall, begin 
sitting them outside a little each day 
to “harden them off.” 

Voila! Your own plants from 
scratch. 

After the danger of frost has past 
and the plants have 4 to 6 true toma- 
to leaves on them, they are ready to 
go into your garden. _

County adopts three-year road plan Whitworth qualifies as candidate

The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session Monday eve- 
ning at 6:30 p.m. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell’s 
gave a presentation of a three-year 
plan for the upgrading of the 
county’s road system. He also pre- 
sented several resolutions which the 
commissioners approved. 

Tindell began his presentation by 
mentioning an article which he read 
in a local newspaper over the week- 
end concerning home rule. 

He noted that county commis- 
sions have a limited authority when 
it comes to governing the county. 

Tindell pointed out a local bill 
now pending in the state legislature 
which will take away even more of 
the commission’s authority. 

At the present time, counties have 
the authority to set weight limits on 
trucks using county roadways. The 
new legislation, should it pass, 
would prohibit counties from setting 
weight limits on trucks - specifically 
log trucks. 

The engineer went on to explain 
to members of the commission what 
this would mean to local government 
and how it would be detrimental to 
the county’s roads. 

Tindell noted that, at the present 
time, the county has a very good 
working relationship with most of 
the loggers working in and around 
Coffee County. 

He noted that passage of the bill 
prohibiting the county’s ability to 
regulate the weight limit on county 
roads and bridges could cause the

Ronnie Whitworth made it offi- 
cial Monday when he qualified as a 
candidate for Coffee County sheriff 
on the Democratic ticket.

LEGAL FOR POLiCE CHIEF TO POLITIC ON OFF TIME

The Elba City Council had a 


bombshell dropped on them at the 
beginning of the regular meeting 
Monday night when Police Chief 
Ronnie Whitworth opened his oth- 
erwise routine report by telling the 
city fathers that he would be a can- 
didate for sheriff in the upcoming 
Democratic primary. 

Whitworth will continue his work 
with the Elba Police Department, 
politicking on his off duty time, ac- 
cording to Mayor James Grimes. 

The mayor reported he had 
checked the legality of the chief con- 
tinuing as chief while running for 
elective office. According to his 
findings in the state code books, 
Whitworth can do so as long as it is 
not a municipal office he is seeking. 

Council member Ronnie Ham- 
mond commended the police and 
fire departments for their rapid re- 
sponse time. He cited a recent case 
of him calling 911 about a nearby 
fire and having a police officer on 
the scene by the time he grabbed a 
fire extinguisher and ran out of his 


office. He said the fire truck was 
there moments later. 

Hammond said, “those people are 
often taken for granted, but I was 
amazed at their rapid reaction to a 
call for help.” 

Grimes reported that the existing 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield health in- 
surance premium has increased 33% 
in the past four years and was sched- 
uled to go up an additional 10.67% 
in the contract which takes effect in 
April.

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UAB to Study Pediatric AIDS 

UAB (University of Alabama at 
Birmingham) has received a four- 
year, $4 million grant from the Na- 
tional Institute of Allergy and Infec- 
tious Diseases to establish a Pediat- 
ric AIDS Clinical Trials Unit 
(PACTU). There are 21 such sites 
around the United States; UAB was 
the only new site selected. “This 
makes the newest treatments for 
HIV and AIDS available to women 
and children in Alabama and Geor- 
gia,” says Robert Pass, MD, grant 
lead investigator. PACTU will use 
techniques developed by researchers 
in UAB’s AIDS Center, that allow 
doctors to analyze HIV levels in a 
patient’s blood and tailor treatment 
accordingly. The techniques are ef- 
fective in adults but are just now be-

Money Talks, Even to Kids 

Even trend-following teens be- 
come savvy shoppers when it’s their 
money on the line, says Lynne Rich- 
ardson, Ph.D., UAB (University of 
Alabama at Birmingham) associate 
professor of marketing. Advertising 
aimed at young people has created a 
demand for high-priced clothing and 
other items. “They buy the ‘labels’ 
because they want to fit in.”

Foster Care for Adults in Cof- 


fee County - Many eldefly and di 
abled people in Coffee County need 
foster homes. Foster care helps keep 


elderly and disabled people in th 
community and out of institutions 

Your family might be able to help 

by making yours a foster home and 
inviting someone who needs a fami 
ly to become part of yours. Aproved 
foster homes are paid for the care 
they provide, but a foster family’s 
greatest benefit is the satisfaction 
that comes from giving someone in 
need a loving home 

The Foster Adult - Foster care ts 
for elderly and disabled people who 
can live safely outside an institution 
with foster care and other services 
Adults in foster care often have no 
families of their own, or if they do, 
their families are unable to care for 
them. 

Foster care provides protection 
for handicapped and elderly people 
who have been abused, neglected or 
exploited. [t also prevents unneces 
sary institutionalization of the elder 
ly and disabled, 

Some adults in foster care are re- 
turning from institutions, and this 
service helps with their transition 
back into the community. 

The Foster Family - Families 
providing adult foster care must be 
approved by the county office of the 
department. This means the home’ 
and family must meet certain stan- 
dards. 

Foster families range from one- 
person households to larger ones. 
Everyone in the family must be re- 
sponsible and in good enough health 
to make the home suitable for the 
one to three people in foster care. 

All members of the household 
must also be willing to share the 
home with someone else. A foster 
home usually provides care for no 
more than three adults, and often 
only one. 

Foster families are expected to 
provide regular and nutritious meals, 
including special diets if required. 
Families receiving public assistance 
or Social Security often qualify as 
foster care providers. The foster fam- 
ily receives payment for services it 
provides as well as payment for 
room and board.

Learning new tricks 


I took a jolt the minute I walked 
into the home of Mrs. Eva Mooney 
in Elba for the first time. From the 
next room came the command, “Be 
sweet!” 

With a little chuckle, my garden- 
ing hostess announced, “That’s my 
pet parrot.” I knew right then that I 
Was in store for an interesting and 
informative visit. 

That parrot, | thought, is smarter 
than some people. Its command set 
the stage for a warm and pleasant 
hour of gardening talk. 

“I don’t plant a big garden like I 
used to when my husband was 
alive,” Mrs. Mooney admitted. “I 
just plant a little around the house.” 

A “little around the house” meant 
to me that she had reduced her gar- 
den from about one acre, in years 
gone by, to just planting a few vege- 
tables in the flower beds around the 
edge of the house, 

That’s not what she meant. 
“Around the house” at the Mooney 
home means, “a little of this and a 
little of that,” scattered in various 
and sundry spots all around the en- 
tire yard. 

_The 77-year-young gardener was 
raised on a farm near Opp and has 
farmed most of her life. Until the 
death of her husband, the Mooneys 
tended about one acre of home- 
grown vegetables. 

With a spryness that belies her 
years, the great-grandmother dem- 
onstrated what she meant by a gar- 
den “around the house.” 

On a chain-link fence in one cor- 
ner of the yard she plants running 
okra. Measuring several inches 
long, that variety of okra is a house- 
hold favorite, especially with daugh- 
ter, Carolyn, a kindergarten school, 
teacher in New Brockton. The large. 
okra is picked while still young and 
tender, sliced and fried. 

Another favorite is butterpeas. 
Small like a pea, but shaped much 
like a baby lima bean, the butterpea 
is grown and harvested like a but- 
terbean and has a similar taste. 

“We like them best when we 
cook them with a little turkey ba- 
con,” she said. 

And of course I couldn’t help but 
notice the mammoth pumpkin 
guarding one of the gates to the 
back yard. 

The uniqueness of Mrs. Moo- 
ney’s “all-around-the-house” garden 
is that it is absolutely nothing like 
the traditional square or rectangular 
garden. She plants vegetables any- 
where that is convenient and she can 
-get plenty of sunlight. 

Besides running okra on a side 
fence, she plants Irish potatoes on a 
slope along the back fence. She 
boasts of a single plant that once 
produced more than 20 potatoes - 


Shake.

and has a picture to prove it. 

Perhaps the most impressive use 
of space-saving techniques, a combi- 
nation of raised beds and container 
gardening I suppose, is the way she 
plants her onions and carrots in the 
holes of cinder blocks used as retain- 
ing walls around the house and 
swimming pool area. 

“Sometimes they get so big in 
those holes I have to pry them out,” 
she claims. 

Our new gardeners can glean 
some tips from Mrs. Mooney. If 
your yard isn’t exactly suitable for a 
traditional garden because of the lo- 
cation of shade trees or for some oth-
